express fears 


CHICAGO (AP) - A Co llins­ 
v ille co uple who se ho me wa s 
mista kenly ra ided by na rco tics 
a gents sa id a t a U.S. Sena te 
subco mmittee hea ring to da y 
tha t they a re “ a fra id o f o ur 
go v ernment.” 
Mr. a nd Mrs. Herbert Gig- 
lo tto repea ted gra phica lly their 
v ersio n o f the ra id a mo nth 
a go . Federa l a gents a lso mis­ 
ta kenly ra ided a seco nd Co llins­ 
v ille ho me the sa me night, 
April 23 . 
Giglo tto , 29, a bo ilerma ker, 
to ld ho w he wa s ha ndcuffed 
fa ce do wn in his bedro o m a nd 
repea tedly threa tened by a n 
a gent who held a gun a ga inst 


his hea d. 
He said the agents had no 
warrants, that abou t 15 of them 
were in his bed room and that 
they “were d ressed terribly —I 
wou ld n’t wear those clothes to 
work.” 
Furthermo re, Giglo tto sa id, 
his fa mily a nd friends ha v e to ld 
him ctha t since the incident, 
FBI a gents ha v e been in­ 
v estiga ting his ba ckgro und. 
The subco mmittee, co mpo sed 
o f Sens. Cha rles Percy , R-Ill., 
a nd Sa m Nunn, D-Ga ., is ga th­ 
ering info rma tio n o n po ssible 
reo rga niza tio n o f federa l drug 
la w enfo rcement. 
Percy a sked Mr. a nd Mrs. 


Giglotto if they believ ed the 
home inv ad ers were law en­ 
forcement agents. Mrs. Giglotto 
said , "heav ens no, that nev er 
entered my mind ." 
Giglotto said he d id not own a 
gu n and Percy asked what 
wou ld hav e hap p ened if he had 
access to a gu n at the time. 
“Fou r men wou ld hav e been 
d ead ,” Giglotto said . 
“We all wou ld hav e been 
d ead ,” Mrs. Giglotto said , in 
reference to what she believ ed 
wou ld hav e been a gu n battle. 
Percy asked the Giglottos 
how they feel now abou t the 
raid . 
“I’m afraid ...,” Giglotto 


said . “I’m scared of the gov ­ 
ernment. I’m afraid to d riv e a 
car. I’m afraid to op en the 
d oor.” 


His wife, sp eaking emotion­ 
ally and hold ing back tears, 
said , “I get v ery emotional. I 
keep thinking 
my 
hu sband 
cou ld hav e been killed and I re­ 
member one agent who told me 
if that hap p ened it wou ld hav e 
ju st been a mistake.” 
As to the FBI inv estigation of 
the Giglottos, Percy told them, 
“You are in good comp any . A 
newsp ap er rep orted a similar 
inv estigation is being mad e on 
Sen. Sam Erv in (chairman of 


the Watergate hearings).” 
“I can assu re y ou ,” Percy 
ad d ed , “I will find ou t from 
acting d irector William Ru ck- 
elshau s who au thorized the FBI 
inv estigation on y ou .” 


Percy p raised the Giglottos 
for taking an activ e role to p re­ 
v ent similar instances. “The 
p u rp ose of this p u blic hearing 
is to find ou t if this was an iso­ 
lated case or not.” 
The senator noted at the 
op ening of the hearing that 
there is consid erable ev id ence 
as to the lack of coord ination 
and central d irection for fed er­ 
al d ru g control.

“ The President’s a bility to 
go v ern is a t sta ke,” he quo ted 
Ca ulfield a s sa y ing a t o ne 
meeting. “ Ano ther Tea po t 
Do me sca nda l a nd the go v ern­ 
ment ma y fa ll.” 
Ca ulfield wa s a sta ff a ssist­ 
a nt to fired presidentia l co unsel 
J o hn W. Dea n III, but left la st 
J une 3 0 a nd wa s emplo y ed by 
the Trea sury Depa rtment a t 
the time McCo rd sa y s he ma de 


the offers of clemency . 
Cau lfield , who went on leav e 
recently when news of the cle­ 
mency offer was first p u b­ 
lished , had been secu rity d irec­ 
tor of Nix on’s 1968 p resid ential 
camp aign. He had recommend ­ 
ed McCord for the same job at 
the Nix on camp aign last y ear. 
McCord said he met with 
Cau lfield last Jan. 12 in a scen­ 
ic ou tlook along the George 
Washington 
Parkway , 
ov er­ 
looking the Potomac Riv er. 
“He said that the offer of ex ­ 
ecu tiv e clemency which he was 
p assing along, and of su p p ort 
by the Presid ent and rehabilita­ 
tion and help toward a job lat­ 
er, q u ote, ‘was a sincere offer,’ 
u nq u oted ,” McCord said . 
“He ex p lained that he had 
been asked to conv ey this mes­ 
sage to me . . . Cau lfield ex ­ 
p lained he was carry ing this 
message to me q u ote, ‘from the 
v ery highest lev els of the White 
Hou se,’ 
u nq u oted ,” 
McCord 
said . 


“ He stated that the Presid ent 
of the United States was in Key 
Biscay ne, F la .... that the Pres­ 
id ent had been told of the forth­ 
coming meeting with me.” 
When McCord rejected the of­ 
fers, he said Cau lfield told 
him, “You ’re not following the 
game p lan.” 
This brou ght lau ghter from

Cau cu s 
Room where the telev ised hear­ 
ings are taking p lace. 
McCord said Cau lfield met 
him p ersonally again a few 
d ay s lata*, and that they d rov e 
in Cau lfield ’s car toward War- 
renton, Va., and back. Again 
Cau lfield u rged McCord to be 
silent, to accep t offers of ex ecu ­ 
tiv e 
clemency , 
and 
again 
McCord refu sed , he said . 
Preced ing the meetings with 
Cau lfield , he said , offers of cle­ 
mency had been mad e by fel­ 
low Watergate consp irator E. 
Howard Hu nt and his wife, and 
from an u nid entified man who 
id entified himself in rep eated . 


fu rtiv e telep hone calls as a 
friend of Cau lfield . McCord 
said he alway s refu sed , and fi­ 
nally p ersonal meetings with 
Cau lfield were arranged . 
McCord said he receiv ed 
many of the telep hone calls by 
p rearrangement at a p u blic 
telep hone booth on highway 355 
near his home in su bu rban 
Mary land . 
Once the caller told him, 
McCord said : “Plead gu ilty . 
One y ear is a long time and 
y ou ’ll get ex ecu tiv e clemency . 
You r family will be taken care 
of when y ou get ou t. You will 
be rehabilitated , and a job will 
be fou nd for y ou .” 
The White Hou se has d enied 
that the Presid ent had any thing 
to d o with any offers of clemen­ 
cy to d efend ants in the wiretap ­ 
p ing case. McCord had p re­ 
v iou sly testified that he had re­ 
ceiv ed su ch offers, bu t had 
mentioned only offers from the 
Hu nts. 
He said tod ay that he had n’t 


mentioned the Cau lfield offer 
becau se 
it 
was 
p ainfu l 
to d raw a p ersonal friend into 
the affair, and becau se he 
wanted to be carefu l and accu ­ 
rate abou t his recollections re­ 
gard ing statements imp licating 
the Presid ent. 
McCord said he had told 
these reasons to the Watergate 
grand ju ry and that the p anel 
had agreed to q u estion him lat­ 
er abou t the matter. 
McCord , who has been con­ 
v icted of consp iracy , wiretap ­ 
p ing and bu rglary in the case, 
said he got mix ed u p in it be­ 
cau se, among other things, he 
was told that Atty . Gen. John 
N. Mitchell, camp aign d ep u ty 
Jeb S. Magru d er and p resid en­ 
tial cou nsel Dean had ap p rov ed 
it. 
The committee’s v ice chair­ 
man, Sen. Howard H. Baker 
Jr., R-Tenn., said a su bp oena 
was p rep ared and immed iately 
serv ed on Cau lfield , who he 
said is now ex p ected to ap p ear. 
White House shuns questions on resignation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
White Ho use to da y turned a side 
questio ns a bo ut whether Presi­ 
dent Nix o n wa s a wa re o f public 
co mments rega rding the po ssi­ 
bility o f his resigna tio n a nd 
sa id the President ha s “ a lo t to 
a cco mplish in the seco nd term 
a nd he fully intends to to tha t.” 
When a sked by a repo rter if 
the President wa s go ing to re­ 
sign, Press Secreta ry Ro na ld L. 
Ziegler sa id tha t the President 
wa s go ing to co ntinue with his 
wo rk a s he wa s elected to do in 
1972. 
Ziegler sa id he wa s a wa re o f 
newspa per 
co mments a bo ut 


resigna tio n, but he sa id he 
wo uld no t co ncede—a s the re­ 
po rter put it—tha t there wa s 
mo unting pressure in this a rea . 
“ I do no t see a mo unting 
po int o f v iew a lo ng this line a t 
a ll,” Ziegler sa id. 
In co nnectio n with the testi­ 
mo ny befo re the Sena te Wa ter­ 
ga te inv estiga ting co mmittee 
to da y by J a mes W. McCo rd 
tha t he wa s to ld President Nix ­ 
o n wa s a wa re o ffers o f ex ecu­ 
tiv e clemency were ma de to 
him, Ziegler repea ted his prio r 
sta tement tha t: 
“ The President did no t pa r­ 
ticipa te in a ny wa y , o r ha v e 


any knowled ge regard ing the 
cov er-u p and at no time au thor­ 
ized any one to rep resent him in 
offering ex ecu tiv e clemency .” 
Asked if the Presid ent had 
any feeling at all that there 
was any q u estion as to the legi­ 
timacy of his election, Ziegler 
said there was “absolu tely no 
feeling on the p art of the Presi­ 
d ent, on the p art of the ad min­ 
istration—or on my p art.” He 
ad d ed that the election was the 
“total, absolu te ex p ression of 
the American p eop le.” 
Ziegler also said there was no 
p lan for the Presid ent to ap ­ 
p ear in p erson before the Erv in 
Bla cko ut o n pro be 


committee or to make any 
statement for the committee. 
Nix on met with his cabinet 
tod ay . Ziegler said “some ref­ 
erence was mad e to the (Wa­ 
tergate) situ ation and the set­ 
ting we are in at this time.” 
He said the Presid ent’s re­ 
marks were p riv ate and cabi­ 
net members were asked not to 
d iscu ss it. 


Ziegler was asked how long 
Watergate was d iscu ssed d u r­ 
ing the hou r-long meeting. He 
said he cou ld only say that the 
meeting “was not occu p ied

The telev isio n set a nd ba thro o m 
light were o n when po lice entered the ro o m.

The girl was ord ered into the car in front of Amboy 
High School following class d ismissal at 4 p .m., accord ing 
to d ep u ties. 
She told d ep u ties the man p ointed the gu n toward her 
when ord ering her in the car. The gu n was d escribed as a 
small p istol, p ossibly a .25 caliber. 
She said her abd u ctor, d escribed as being in his 30s, 
abou t 6 feet tall, ord ered her to kneel on the p assenger 
sid e and cov er her face. 
The girl ju mp ed from the car u nharmed and ran to a 
hou se on the city ’s fringe area where p olice were called . 
The old er-mod el station wagon had no license p lates, 
the girl said , bu t d id hav e a license-ap p lied -for sticker on 
the front wind shield . She said “the car wasn’t ru nning too 
well.” 
Sheriff Ray mond Nehring asked the coop eration of 
any p ersons seeing the car to notify the sheriff’s office of

Three men sou ght in the kill­ 
ings of six members of a Geor­ 
gia family were cap tu red tod ay 
near this sou thern West Vir­ 
ginia town, state p olice said . 
No d etails on the cap tu re 
were immed iately av ailable. 
A fou rth man sou ght in the 
case was cap tu red Thu rsd ay at 
a p olice road block near here. 
George Du ngee, a 35 -y ear-old 
escap ed conv ict, was arrested 
Thu rsd ay at a p olice road block 
set u p after fou r men robbed a 
grocery store across the bord er 
in Virginia. 
Du ngee was held 
in 
the 
McDowell Cou nty jail in Welch 
after making a statement to lo­ 
cal au thorities. 
, 
He was arrested Thu rsd ay 
after fou r men robbed a gro­ 
cery store in Slate Creek, Va., 
of $3,000 and sev eral p istols and 
rifles. 
Police said Du ngee’s three 
comp anions fled into a remote 
mou ntainou s area after Du ngee 
was cap tu red . FBI agents had 
joined West Virginia and Vir­ 
ginia p olice in the search. 
The fou r were wanted in con­ 
nection with the mu rd er of six 
members of a Rey nold sv ille, 
Ga., family Mond ay night. The 
bod ies of Ned Ald ay , 62; his 
brother, Au brey , 5 7; and sons 
Jerry , 35 , Chester, 32, and Jim ­ 
my , 25 , were fou nd early Tu es­ 
d ay in the mobile home in 
which Jerry liv ed . Police later 
fou nd the nu d e bod y of Jerry ’s 
wife. Mary , 26, nearby . 
Police said all the v ictims 
had been shot in the back of 
the head from one to sev en 
times with fou r weap ons rang­ 
ing from .22 caliber to .38 0 cali­ 
ber. The woman had been 
rap ed . 
The fou r men crossed the 
bord er into West Virginia after 
alleged ly ^robbing * a grocery 
store in Slate Creek, Va. 


Sherwood Dix on, 76, 5 15 N. 
Hennep in Av e., Lt. Gov ernor 
from 1949 to 1952 u nd er the late 
Gov . Ad lai Stev enson, 
d ied 
Thu rsd ay night in KSB Hos­ 
p ital. 
A long-time Dix on attorney , 
he was associated with the law 
firm of Dix on, Dev ine, Ray and 
Morin ov er 5 0 y ears. He serv ed 
as United States Referee in 
Bankru p tcy for the Western Di­ 
v ision, Northern District of Illi­ 
nois, from 1954 to 1971 and was 
a member of the Lee Cou nty 
and American Bar Associa­ 
tions. 
In 
1952 Dix on relu ctantly 
agreed to ru n again for Lieu ­ 
tenant Gov ernor, bu t was d raft­ 
ed to ru n for gov ernor after 
Gov . Stev enson was nominated 
for the p resid ency . He was d e­ 
feated by Rep u blican William 
G. Stratton. 
Atty . Dix on was born Ju ne 19, 
18 96, in Dix on, the son of Henry 
S. and Margaret Casey Dix on. 
He was married Sep t. 2, 1933, in 
Notre Dame, Ind ., to Helen M. 
Cahill. 
He was a grad u ate of the Dix ­ 
on Schools and grad u ated with 
a Bachelor of Laws Degree 
from the Univ ersity of Notre 
Dame in 1920 where he p lay ed 
and coached football u nd er 
Knu te Rockne. 
Dix on was the d escend ant of 
a family which p lay ed an activ e 
role in the history and d ev elop ­ 
ment of Illinois. His great­ 
grand father, John Dix on, set­ 
tled in Illinois in 1820 and d u r­ 
ing the ensu ing y ears managed 
almost single-hand ed ly to es­ 
tablish Dix on, which is named 
for him. 
His grand father, Sherwood 
Dix on, was an attorney and in 
1893 was ap p ointed a U.S. d is­ 
trict attorney . His grand father 
also serv ed as a Democratic 
rep resentativ e in the state 
hou se. 
Dix on’s great-u ncle, George, 
serv ed in both hou ses of the Illi­ 
nois General Asembly and also 
was a circu it ju d ge. His father, 
Henry , an attorney also, was 
one of the fou nd ers of Kent Law 
School. 
He was a former member and 
p resid ent of the Dix on School 
Board ; a Lee Cou nty Demo­ 
cratic Committee chairman; 
state central Democratic com­ 
mitteeman, and v ice chairman 
of the Democratic State Central 


SHERWOOD DIXON 
Committee. He was a member 
of the Knights of Colu mbu s, the 
American Legion and the VFW. 
He was a v eteran of World 
War I and in the National 
Gu ard in World War II. Du ring 
World War II he command ed 
the 129th Infantry Regiment; 
the 13th Infantry Regiment and 
the Second Battalion 442 Infan­ 
try (NISEI). He also serv ed on 
the War Dep artment General 
Staff and retired with the rank 
of Brigad ier General from the 
National Gu ard in 195 1.

The American no se has alway s 
been highly sensitiv e to the slightest 
whiff o f ty ranny . 
But especially since the rise o f 
co mmunism and fascism in this cen­ 
tury , the co untry has seemed, at 
least to so me peo ple, to be perpetu­ 
ally ho v ering o n the bink o f slipping 
into o ne o r the o ther fo rm o f to talita­ 
rianism. All it needed was a push— 
o r a plo t. 
Fo r tho se who saw Reds under 
ev ery bed, there was the witch hunt 
that fo llo wed Wo rld War I; Sacco 
and Vanzetti; the Ro senbergs and 
the theft o f ato m bo mb secrets after 
Wo rld War II. 
To left-leaners, o f co urse, these 
and o ther episo des merely sho wed 
that America was Fascist at heart. 
Fo t them, Sinclair Lewis’s best 
selling no v el o f the 1 93 0s, “ It Can’t 
Happen Here,’’ was a blueprint o f 
ho w it co uld happen here. They 
co uld po int to Huey Lo ng o f Lo uisia­ 
na as the pro to ty pe o f a ho megro wn 
American dictato r. And with the rise 
o f McCarthy ism in the early 1 950s, 
they were sure it was happening 
here. 
Only it nev er has happened here. 
It has nev er ev en been a clo se thing. 
After each o f these perio ds, the co m­ 
mitment o f Americans to freedo m 
and their faith in their sy stem has 
emerged stro nger than ev er. 
The Watergate affair, with all its 
ugly ramificatio ns, will be no ex ­ 
ceptio n. 
Co mpared to the Hitler gang o r 
the Stalin gang, the plo tters who 
tried to sabo tage the American elec­ 
to ral pro cess lo o k like bumbling am­ 
ateurs. Tho ugh no t y et to tally ex ­ 
po sed, they hav e been tho ro ughly 
discredited. 


The o utco me o f the celebrated 
Pentago n Papers trial is ano ther 
pro o f o f the basic health o f freedo m 
in the United States. 


Whatev er o ne’s feelings abo ut the 
stealing and publicatio n o f classified 
go v ernment do cuments, fro m what­ 
ev er angle the Pentago n Papers are 
lo o ked at, the administratio n co mes 
up with egg o n its face. Ro tten egg. 
It was, to begin with, an unsuc­ 
cessful attempt to hide fro m Ameri­ 
cans the truth abo ut the decisio ns 
that led the natio n into a war that 
co st the liv es o f 56,000 o f their so ns. 
Fo r the first time in histo ry , the 
go v ernment went to co urt to prev ent 
the press fro m printing a sto ry and 
failed. 
There was the ex tremely ino p­ 
po rtune if no t impro per o ffer made 
to Judge W. Matthew By rne Jr. dur­ 
ing the co urse o f the trial o f the po st 
o f FBI directo r. 
Then the case against the defend­ 
ants, Daniel Ellsberg and Antho ny 
J. Russo —a case that nev er rested 
o n any clear cut law—was ev entual­ 
ly fatally co mpro mised when it was 
rev ealed that the go v ernment, o r 
tho se acting in the name o f the go v ­ 
ernment, had emplo y ed so me o f the 
metho ds o f co mmo n burglars. 
Americans had been free to o lo ng 
to be able to to lerate repressio n 
mo re than briefly . Our institutio ns 
hav e been pro o f-tested to o many 
times to allo w tho se who wo uld sub­ 
v ert them o r who wo uld use trickery 
o r intrigue to gain their ends to hav e 
mo re than v ery limited success. 
America is simply po o r gro und 
fo r ty ranny to take ro o t in. In these 
negativ e times, that is so mething 
po sitiv e to be pro ud o f. 


Wa te rga te a nd Nix on 


There is a great deal written 
these day s o n ho w Watergate will so 
weaken President Nix o n’s po sitio n 
he will be unable to carry o ut an ef­ 
fectiv e fo reign po licy . 
No nsense. ITio se writers hav e no t 
read histo ry . They do n’t understand 
that natio ns o perate fro m self inter­ 
est-o therwise ho w acco unt fo r the 
arrangements with China and the 
So v iet Unio n. Finally , they do n’t un­ 
derstand o r wo n’t face the ex tent o f 
po litical scandal in v irtually ev ery 
natio n with which we deal. 
President Truman, who began as 
a v igo ro us president, was no t no tice­ 
ably hampered by the suspicio ns 
which surro unded him fro m the be­ 
ginning o f his term because o f his 
lo ngtime friendship with cro o ked 
party bo sses, his clo se alliance with 
friends and hangers-o n who used 
White Ho use influence fo r fav o rs, o r 
finally by the multitude o f scandals 
which env elo ped his administratio n 
to ward the end o f his presidency . 
It will be recalled that so me o f 
the scandals which dev elo ped during 
the Truman administratio n actually 
led, after Mr. Truman’s term was 
ended, to the co nv ictio n and impris­ 
o nment o f Assistant Atto rney Gen­ 
eral Lamar Caudle, and Matthew 
Co nnelly , who had been in the White 
Ho use as Mr. Truman’s appo int­ 
ments secretary . Mr. Truman, to o , 
defended his o ld friends. 
One can argue that Watergate 
was different in that it affected, o r 
was meant to affect, the po litical 
pro cess. But there are few co untries 
in the wo rld where this will co me as 
a surprise—o r where electio n scan­ 
dals are mo re sho cking than large- 
scale fraud and influence buy ing. 
As secretary o f State, 
Dean 
Acheso n did no t lo se his effectiv e­ 
ness as a result o f his clo se perso nal 
friendship with a pro tege accused o f

hav ing engaged in espio nage fo r the 
So v iet Unio n and sent to priso n fo r 
perjury in the matter. Acheso n was 
no t no ticeably to uched ev en after 
telling reho rters in a dramatic 
meeting that “ I will no t turn my 
back o n Alger Hiss.” 
A reading o f histo ry tells us tho se 
American presidents who hav e been 
stro ng in fo reign po licy hav e pur­ 
sued nego tiatio ns with fo rcefulness 
and imaginatio n, regardless o f their 
po sitio n at ho me and witho ut rela­ 
tio nship to the prestige o f the United 
States at the time. 
Turning fro m scandals, Presi­ 
dent Jo hnso n was v iewed with high 
disfav o r in a number o f fo reign na­ 
tio ns fo r his part in the Vietnam war. 
Yet o n matters in which he to o k an 
activ e interest, Mr. Jo hnso n was 
po werful in his dealings abro ad. 
It must no t be fo rgo tten that a 
co nsiderable number o f the key 
co untries with which Mr. Nix o n will 
deal in the y ears just ahead are ac­ 
custo med to majo r scandals in high 
go v ernment places. These natio ns 
are no t likely to let a White Ho use 
scandal interfere with ther natio nal 
interests. Certainly so me will at­ 
tempt to use Watergate po litically as 
lev erage to embarrass Mr. Nix o n in 
o rder to get a better deal. But it 
seems unlikely Watergate will affect 
the o utco me unless the President’s 
blo o d turns to water, which is im­ 
pro bably . 
With so me co untries there will be 
a po sitiv e spin-o ff. As o ne African 
newspaper put it, it is easy to talk 
these day s o f co rruptio n in the Unit­ 
ed States, but in ho w many o ther 
co untries co uld newspapers so o pen­ 
ly criticize the chief ex ecutiv e? 
That is, in so me co untries there 
no w may be a clearer understanding 
o f the deep strengths o f a demo c­ 
racy .

Recently o n o ne o f America’s 
great campuses, a student said to 
me: “ The American sy stem just 
do esn’t wo rk. All it pro v ides is po v ­ 
erty , no t pro ductio n. So cialism is the 
answer. Lo o k at what so cialism has 
do ne fo r the So v iet Unio n.” When I 
questio ned him, he became highly 
indignant. “ Yo u just read newspa­ 
pers,” he said, tho ugh I had in­ 
fo rmed him that twice I v isited the 
USSR. “ What I say co mes fro m the 
best info rmed pro fesso rs here.” 
The facts, o f co urse, tell a differ­ 
ent sto ry . Fo r it is a matter o f reco rd 
that but fo r the “ decadent demo cra­ 
cies,” the So v iet Unio n wo uld hav e 
lo ng since go ne do wn. It is no t a 
questio n o f America’s great ex po r­ 
tatio n o f wheat, which kept the So v i­ 
et Unio n fro m famine, o r the pleas o f 
the Kremlin fo r American kno w-ho w 
and eco no mic aid. Fro m the v ery 
start o f the So v iet ex periment, to 
quo te Dr. Antho ny Sutto n, a fo re­ 
mo st ex pert o n the USSR’s eco no mic 
histo ry , “ the United States has liter­ 
ally built So v iet techno lo gy .” Ev en 
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Leo n Tro tsky , o ne o f tho se who 
made the Russian Rev o lutio n, ac­ 
kno wledged this. 


To day , mo re than fiv e decades 
after that rev o lutio n, the So v iet 
Unio n limps alo ng o nly because o f 
the help which American and West­ 
ern natio ns hav e giv en her. Where 
the Kremlin has go ne it alo ne, as in 
its space pro gram, it has been v isit­ 
ed by co nsistent failure—so me co v ­ 
ered up and so me partially admit­ 
ted. The rendezv o us o f American 
and So v iet astro nauts, agreed to in 
Mo sco w last June, will nev er take 
place because o f a number o f recent 
So v iet catastro phes in space. 


Bo o ks co uld be written o n the 
reco rd o f So v iet reliance o n the Unit­ 
ed States and Western Euro pe. It 
sho uld be eno ugh, ho wev er, to quo te 
what Jo seph Stalin said to Eric 
Jo hnso n in 1 94 4 : “ Abo ut two -thirds 
o f all the large industrial enterprises 
in the USSR hav e been built with 
U.S. material o r technical assist­ 
ance.” Majo r ex amples are many : 
The wo rld’s largest iro n and steel 
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7 simp ly L OVE to g et kn ee-jerk Rep ub lican s to g eth er 
with kn ee-jerk Demo crats!" 


Siric a pre s s ure 
brok e Wa te rga te

WASHINGTON (N E A )- The 
mo re ho urs this repo rter spends 
reading Judge Jo hn J. Sirica’s o pin­ 
io ns the mo re certain the co nclusio n 
that this is a mo st remarkable man. 
Perhaps mo re than any o ther 
man this lifelo ng Republican judge, 
an Eisenho wer appo intee, pried the 
lido ff Watergate when, as presiding 
judge at the o riginal trial, he kept 
the pressure o n until o ne man bro ke. 
“ Talk to o ne man o f liberty ,” no t­ 
ed Sirica, “ and he understands y o u. 
Talk to ano ther and his idea o f liber­ 
ty is the freedo m o f the wo lf to pil­ 
lage the fo ld.” 
Sirica is a believ er in ex cellence. 
He ho lds that men o f educatio n, 
wealth and po wer ho ld a greater re­ 
spo nsibility fo r upho lding mo ral 
standards than o ther men and there­ 
fo re must be punished mo re sev ere­ 
ly fo r their transgressio ns. 
He is anno y ed, perhaps angered, 
by intellectual co nfo rmity , by men 
who are co ntent to be av erage, by 
mental stagnatio n. He is a believ er 
in the unco mmo n man. 
Go v ernment,” say s Sirica, “ is 
o ur business and we get the kind o f 
go v ernment we ask fo r. If we are to 
hav e go o d go v ernment, and pre­ 
serv e o ur freedo m, 
the lawy er 
(judge) must be in the lead . . . The 
co rruptio n o f go v ernments the wo rld 
o v er is caused by the failure o f the 
. . . citizen to meet his respo nsibili­ 
ties . . .” 
In a speech to students and grad­ 
uates: “ So I urge y o u, therefo re, to 
search y o ur so uls and ask y o ur­ 
selv es what y o u really think y o ur 
go als are in life. If y o u feel the mo ti­ 
v atio n to beco me a champio n o f go o d 
causes, ho wev er unpo pular, then 
do n’t put the co urtro o m o ff limits . .. 
“ Get in there and fight. We hav e 
to o many spectato rs in this co untry 
already ,” he tells y o ung lawy ers. 


And deplo res the lack o f stro ng ad­ 
v o cates to espo use great principles 
o f law. 
Sirica is a blunt and pragmatic 
man, o n o ne o ccasio n deciding that 
the testimo ny o f o ne particularly 
well-info rmed witness wo uld “ no t be 
ruled o ut by carping technicalities.” 
. . . (Fo r, as he said o n ano ther o cca­ 
sio n) “ a trial is no thing really but a 
st udied search fo r the truth. ’ ’ 


He believ es ferv ently in o ur judi­ 
cial sy stem: “ Despite the imperfec­ 
tio ns o f man . . . this sy stem co ntin­ 
ues to wo rk—day after day , y ear af­ 
ter y ear—settling the disputes and 
co ntro v ersies o f litigants within the 
o rderly administratio n o f justice 
. . . ” In this regard, o f lawy ers and 
judges: “ Much is ex pected o f us in 
the area o f ethical co nduct, and that 
is as it sho uld be . . .” 


At times, to o , Sirica is a believ er 
in v ery to ugh sentences. On sentenc­ 
ing a man fo r 1 5 to 4 5 y ears fo r 
armed ro bbery : 
“ It is co mpletely unreaso nable to 
say that punishment is no t a deter­ 
rent to crime. I think the deterrent 
effect this sentence might hav e o n 
o thers is all the mo re impo rtant in 
this case because fro m the info rma­ 
tio n I hav e av ailable to me the de­ 
fendant . . . has apparently been 
making a name fo r himself amo ng 
the y o uthful underwo rld in the met­ 
ro po litan area and is lo o ked upo n 
with awe and admiratio n by this 
y o uthful criminal element. 
“ I wo uld ho pe that the sentence 
impo sed in this case will inspire at 
least an equal amo unt o f awe in the 
ey es o f this element causing them to 
think serio usly befo re embarking o n 
any criminal v enture . . .” 
Mr. Nix o n wo uld do well to co n­ 
sider this man fo r the nex t v acancy 
o n the Supreme Co urt. 
(N ew spaper E nterprise A ssn.) 


plant in Magnito go rsk was built by 
an American firm, the McKee Co r­ 
po ratio n. The first So v iet auto mo ­ 
tiv e plant was built in Go rki by the 
Fo rd Co mpany , and an Italian co m­ 
pany is co ntinuing this wo rk. The 
great Dnieper hy dro electric co m­ 
plex was planned, equipped, and 
built by General Electric. A So v iet 
tube and pipe mill, pro bably the 
largest in Euro pe, is the pro duct o f 
American and Western enterprise. 
The 3 00,000 trucks o f the So v iet Ar­ 
my are American made. Two -thirds 
o f the So v iet merchant marine was 
built o utside o f the USSR. 
Giv e this so cialist dependence o n 
the capitalist wo rld, at a time when 
the Co mmunist empire has retreat­ 
ed no t o ne io ta fro m its aggessiv e 
designs o n the West, the questio n 
arises as to why we sho uld co ntinue 
to bail o ut what is self-admittedly an 
enemy state. As the Co mmittee to 
Unite America—an o rganizatio n 
which co nfesses its patio tic mo ­ 
tiv es—po ints o ut: 
“ The paramo unt issue . . . is 
whether we sho uld help salv age 


rickety co mmunist eco no mies, but­ 
tress their military pro ductio n, helg 
fo rtify ty rants against their v ictim 
» .1 
In the measure that we take up the 
eco no mic slack in a co mmunist sy s­ 
tem, we act against the millio ns o f 
its subjects who hate that sy stem 
and dream o f being rid o f it.” Of 
greater co nsequence to Americans 
is that we pro v ide the Kremlin with 
the sinews o f war which it then turns 
against us. 


The So v iet Unio n is go ir;g thro ugh 
a great eco no mic crisis—dangero us 
sho rtages o f agricultural pro ducts 
and a dangero us need fo r heav y and 
light industry which its o utdated 
techno lo gy and its repressiv e sy s­ 
tem canno t pro v ide. If we let the 
Kremlin fend fo r itself, this wo uld be 
a much safer and mo re peaceful 
wo rld. The American sy stem, fo r all 
its sho rtco mings, is aliv e and well. 
Let the co mmunists o ffer pro o f o f 
the “ superio rity ” o f their sy stem— 
in o ther wo rds, put up o r shut up.

NEW YORK (KFS)— The Re­ 
publican go v erno rs who gathered 
here last week rev ealed mo re than 
they intended abo ut the serio usness 
o f President Richard Nix o n’s lead­ 
ership pro blem these day s. 
Technically , the go v erno rs ral­ 
lied aro und the partisan flag and is­ 
sued a fo rmal statement in which 
they deplo red the Watergate and 
suppo rted the President. 
But it was a terse and heav ily ed­ 
ited o ne-paragraph reaffirmatio n o f 
pure faith, and it was agreed upo n 
o nly after two day s o f much arguing 
and sanitizing. 
The key line was “ we believ e the 
President.” Stripped o f any adjec­ 
tiv es o r specifics, it stuck o ut like a 
so re thumb. 
The go v erno rs o f the President’s 
o wn party , in o ther wo rds, felt co m­ 
pelled—o ut o f lo y alty o r self-surv iv - 
al o r po litical pressure—to state 
publicly what sho uld be o bv io us un­ 
der no rmal circumstances. 
It represented the first natio nal 
Republican po litical reco gnitio n y et 
that the President’s believ ability is 
under questio n. 
Party o fficials, speaking indiv id­ 
ually , hav e ex pressed co ncern abo ut 
the President’s po ssible kno wledge 
o r inv o lv ement in the 197 2 campaign 
espio nage and subsequent co v er-up. 
All want desperately to believ e in his 
inno cence, fo r their o wn po litical fu­ 
tures if no thing else. 
But until no w, no high-ranking 
gro up such as the go v erno rs’ co n­ 
v entio n has ackno wledged that the 
suspicio ns abo ut the President—as 
o ppo sed merely to tho se hacks clo se 
to him—are so serio us as to require 
public co mment. 
But the lack o f enthusiasm with 
which it was deliv ered speaks fo r it­ 
self. It was railro aded thro ugh the 
gro up by New Yo rk Go v . Nelso n 
Ro ckefeller, who wo uld like Nix o n’s 
suppo rt o r at least neutrality fo r the 
197 6 Presidential no minatio n. 
The co untry ’s go v erno rs—Demo - , 
crats as well as Republicans—are, 
no to rio usly naiv e, o n the who le, 
abo ut po litics o f a natio nal o r inter­ 
natio nal sco pe. Their gro up endo rse­ 
ment is wo rth abo ut as much as the 


backing o f the Oshko sh Little 
League. And there is no reaso n to 
believ e that any o ne o f them has any 
perso nal kno wledge as to whether 
the President has been telling the 
truth o r no t. 
The fact that Ro ckefeller tho ught 
the statement wo rth getting is dam­ 
aging in itself. It recalls ano ther 
President in tro uble, and ano ther 
ambitio us go v erno r. Then-Tex as 
Go v . Jo hn Co nnally leaned o n the 
1967 Natio nal Go v erno rs’ Co nfer­ 
ence, en ro ute to the Caribbean v ia 
lux ury liner, to issue an endo rse­ 
ment o f President Ly ndo n Jo hnso n’s 
co nduct o f the war in Vietnam. The 
embattled White Ho use was so inter­ 
ested, it sent a telegram with in­ 
structio ns o f tactics to use, which 
was intercepted by an enemy GOP 
camp. The fact the President was so 
do wn he needed the go v erno rs go t to 
be a bigger po int than what the go v ­ 
erno rs really tho ught, which was 
nev er pro perly established. 
When they are do ing fine, mo dern 
Presidents do n’t bo ther with what 
go v erno rs think abo ut natio nal 
ev ents. That happens to be the truth, 
altho ugh it driv es the go v erno rs o f 
bo th parties wild, and they deny it 
whenev er they can find so meo ne 
who might accept their ex cuses. 
Ro ckefeller, in arranging the en­ 
do rsement, o perated in tandem with 
Co nference Chairman Linwo o d Ho l­ 
to n o f Virginia, who is no t suspect at 
the mo ment o f ulterio r mo tiv es. The 
behind-the-scenes act is a Ro ckefel­ 
ler fav o rite: Remember when Go v . 
Geo rge Ro mney was the fro nt man 
with the GOP go v erno rs prio r to the 
1 968 primaries and Ro ckefeller just 
a humble rich guy helping o ut? 
What the go v erno rs really meant 
is that they are upset abo ut the dam­ 
age to the President’s credibility , his 
capacity to go v ern, and their o wn 
po litical identificatio n with him. 
They hav e go o d reaso n to be. Fifty 
per cent o f tho se surv ey ed to ld the 
latest Gallup Po ll they tho ught that 
the President had participated in a 
co v er-up o f the Watergate situa­ 
tio n—in effect, that he had lied abo ut 
the mo st awful do mestic scandal 
this co untry has ev er faced.

Despite its title, the sy ndi­ 
cated sho w isn’t strictly abo ut 
the Emmy awards, but rather 
is what Sheehan calls “ an ex ­ 
aminatio n o r assessment o f 
telev isio n pro gramming in its 
2 5 th y ear.” 
Sheehan say s its general 
thrust is that despite pro gress 
in adult pro gramming fo r tele­ 
v isio n, “ the bulk o f prime time 
is still do minated by the o ld 
medio crity , the simple-minded 
junk.”

“ Debo rah and Charlene are 
unique because they are natu­ 
ral teachers with remarkable 
stay -with-it po wer,” say s Mrs. 
Co sto nis. “ They hav e to be cha­ 
meleo ns, because the pro grams 
fo r the different gro ups natural­ 
ly emphasize quite different 
things.” 
Debbie say s emo tio nally dis­ 
turbed adults are timid abo ut 
ex pressing themselv es phy si­ 
cally . 
“ They are afraid o f lo o king 
silly ,” say s Debbie. “ So me are 
so wo und up with their o wn 
pro blems they wo n’t let any o ne 
to uch them. 
“ We do n’t push them. We en­ 
co urage them to beco me co m­ 
fo rtable abo ut their bo dies. We 
really teach bo dy language— 
that dance can be a way o f ex ­ 
pressing feelings and co mmu­ 
nicating with o thers.

CASE X-511: Rev . Homer is a 
dedicated, energetic pastor. 
“ But, Dr. Crane,” he began, 
“ y ou jolted me by one of y our 
recent newspaper columns. 
“ For y ou said J esus was 
quite selectiv e in the way He 
administered free food and 
medical cures. 
“ Yet clergy men hav e been 
urging for centuries that we 
focus on ALL the poor and 
ALL the sick! 
“ But y ou reminded us that 
J esus didn’t try to offer free 
pifcnics or Food Stamps, to 
ev ery body as a steady policy . 
’“ For y ou cited His starting 
the first church picnic by 
feeding the 5,000, but then He 
quit. 
¡“ And y ou mentioned that 
while Christ healed 10 lepers 
and a number of other sick, He 
ignored probably 10,000 ailing 
folks who were within a few 
hundred y ards of Him during 
His 3-y ear journey throughout 
J udea. 
;“ Why did J esus thus heal 
some but not all the inv alided 
and sick? ” 
; 
Selectiv e Philanthropy 
•“ Man doth not liv e by bread 
alone,” J esus reminded His 
Apostles. 
•So may be those who were 
liv ing at the lev el of their 
stomach were not deemed 
worthy of a Div ine subsidy . 
!jesus waited for people to 
show enough ambition and 


faith, or He disregarded their 
blindess, deafness, leprosy , etc. 
“ Selectiv ity ” was thus the 
key note of His miracles. 
And to show that Christ 
purposely adv ocated “ selec­ 
tiv e” philanthropy , read the 
passage in Luke 4 :23-28. 
J esus had returned to His 
home town of Nazareth where 
His neighbors were jealous of 
Him and disdainful. 
“ And He said unto them, Ye 
will surely say unto me this 
prov erb, 
Phy sician, 
heal 
thy self; whatsoev er we hav e 
heard done in Capernaum, do 
also here in thy country . 
“ And He said, Verily I say 
unto y ou, No prophet is ac­ 
cepted in his own country . 


“ But I tell y ou of a truth, 
many widows were in Israel in 
the day s of Elias, when the 
heav en was shut up three y ears 
and six months, when great 
famine was throughout all the 
land; 
“ But unto none of them was 
Elias sent, sav e unto Sarepta, a 
city of Sidon, unto a woman that 
was a widow. 
“ And many lepers were in 
Israel in the time of Eliseus the 
prophet; and none of them was 
cleansed, sav ing Naaman the 
Sy rian.” 
From the abov e passage, y ou 
will see that J esus took His cue 
from Elijah and Elisha and 
thus administered free food and 
free medical cures on a v ery 
The Doctor Say s : 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb —I am a 
woman of 7 0.1 hav e had hernia 
of the stomach for sev eral 
y ears, which causes acid. I 
hav e been put on a diet by my 
doctor and hav e been allowed to 
drink milk. I hav e a cup of 
coffee once in a great while. 
Now here is this piece in the 
paper that milk is more dan­ 
gerous than smoking cig ­ 
arettes. Some doctor say s he 
wants the federal gov ernment 
to clamp down 
on 
milk 
drinking, that it is national 
suicide. Please can y ou tell me 
if milk is really dangerous. I 
really don’t know what a person 
can eat or drink any more. 
Dear Reader—I am familiar 
with Dr. Walter W. Sackett’s 
campaign for proper labeling of 
milk and other foods. As the 
news clipping that y ou sent 
stated, he is a member of the 
Florida State Legislature. 
I agree that all food should be 
properly labeled. A person has 
the right to know what he is 
eating, and then make his own 
decision whether to eat it or not. 
I just don’t believ e in deceiv ing 
the public, and y ou can do this 
by omission as well as com­ 
mission. 
I am not sure that the news 
report that y ou furnished me 
accurately 
ex presses 
Dr. 
Sackett’s point of v iew. But y ou 
can quit worry ing about skim 
milk, fortified skim milk or 
ev en one per cent low fat for­ 
tified milk. Fortified skim milk 
contains v ery little fat and no 
really significant amounts of 
cholesterol. I believ e that skim 
milk is particularly important 
for women in their middle 
y ears and bey ond to help 
prev ent the incidence of bone 
degeneration v ery common in 
those y ears. 
What Dr. Sackett is talking 
about is the problem of 
saturated fats and cholesterol 


in the diets. Most inv estigators 
agree that this needs to be 
limited and I hav e discussed 
this many times in my columns. 
But this doesn’t mean that y ou 
need to av oid drinking fortified 
skim milk, or using nonfat milk 
powders or uncreamed cottage 
cheese. The dairy undustry has 
done an ex cellent job in 
marketing 
these 
products 
which 
are 
v ery 
low 
in 
cholesterol as compared to 
meats and many of our other 
food products. I think that we 
should make a bigger effort to 
acquaint the public with these 
products that hav e been de­ 
v eloped so that those who need 
them can use them rather than 
eliminating milk entirely from 
our diet. 


Not only is milk an ex cellent 
source of calcium, and one of 
the few, but it is also a good 
source of complete proteins. I 
do not agree with the idea that 
milk is more dangerous than 
smoking cigarettes, and ac­ 
cording to the news release y ou 
sent me, Dr. Sackett smokes 
two to three packs of cigarettes 
a day . Almost all reputable 
scientists who hav e studied the 
problem of cigarettes, in­ 
cluding the U.S. Surgeon 
General, will tell y ou that it is 
one of the greatest health 
hazards that we hav e in our 
society . 


In summar, I agree with the 
idea of eliminating foods that 
are high in cholesterol and 
saturated fats, and that means 
shifting to using fortified skim 
milk or at least low fat milk, 
uncreamed cottage cheese, and 
non fat dry milk powder. These 
products are completely safe 
unless one has a specific 
medical problem that prohibits 
their use.

Fo r sen io r To m Dan ler, ho wev er, the histo ry befo re 
co lleg e was a bit mo re u n iq u e. To m, better kn o wn to stu ­ 
den ts as Ro cky , sp en t 12 y ears at the Kan sas State Scho o l 
fo r the Blin d. 
What is ev en mo re u n iq u e is that Ro cky has disco v ­ 
ered he is a min o rity o f o n e in an en ro llmen t o f 1,200. 
Ro cky first en ro lled at St. Ben edict’s Co lleg e in 1965 
an d stay ed u n til 1968. After these first y ears as a co lleg e 
stu den t he wen t to the Dix o n State Scho o l in Dix o n , to 
wo rk with the men tally retarded, blin d, an d mu ltip le- 
han dicap p ed children . 
“There wasn ’t mu ch g lamo r to it,” Ro cky n o ted, ‘‘bu t 
it was fascin atin g wo rk. I fo u n d that ev en the lo west han d­ 
icap p ed p eo p le hav e their o wn u n iq u en ess an d their o wn 
g o als, n o matter ho w small they mig ht be.” 
Later he tau g ht the mildly reatrded. Tho se who were 
cap able o f g ettin g alo n g by themselv es, bu t had to be 
tau g ht ho w to make their beds an d what are co rrect table 
man n ers. These stu den ts were also tau g ht v o catio n al 
train in g , fo r co mp an ies with which the scho o l had co n ­ 
tracts. 
It was at Dix o n that Ro cky met his wife, Ju an ita. She 
was a p hy sical therap y aide at the scho o l when they met in 
Sep tember o f 1969. rHiey married in Ap ril o f the fo llo win g 
y ear. 
After the jo b at Dix o n State Scho o l, Ro cky sp en t a 
y ear an d a half as a teacher’s aide at St. Mary ’s Scho o l in 
Dix o n . 
“I en jo y ed my wo rk in bo th scho o ls, bu t I tho u g ht it 
wo u ld be wise to g et my dip lo ma.” So Ro cky retu rn ed to 
Ben edictin e Co lleg e to fin ish his sen io r y ear. His majo r is 
En g lish an d he is p resen tly stu den t-teachin g at Mau r Hill 
an d the Mo u n t Academy , bo th in Atchiso n . 


“I do n ’t thin k I co n du ct my classro o ms an y differen t­ 
ly than an y o ther teacher,” he su g g ested, “blin dn ess is 
so methin g I’v e liv ed with all my life, so it’s kin d o f a way 
o f life.” 
Ro cky did men tio n that it’s slig htly mo re time-co n ­ 
su min g an d difficu lt to p rep are fo r classes bo th as a p rac­ 
tice teacher an d as a stu den t becau se he mu st hav e so me­ 
o n e read to him, bu t he also n o ted that ev ery o n e at Ben e­ 
dictin e Co lleg e has been mo st u n derstan din g in these mat­ 
ters. 
Man y bo o ks an d mag azin es n o w co me o n tap e, rec­ 
o rds o r are in Braille. The o n ly tro u ble with Braille is that 
it is v ery bu lky . Ro cky ex p lain ed that in reg u lar ty p e, a 
set o f the Wo rld Bo o k En cy clo p edia co mes in 2 0 v o lu mes 
an d takes u p two feet o f shelf sp ace. Bu t in Braille the 
same set co mes in 145 v o lu mes, takes u p 43 feet o f shelf 
sp ace an d weig hs 700 lbs. Needless to say mo st o f Ro cky ’s 
bo o ks are o n tap es o r reco rds. 
Ro cky made men tio n o f the fact that the Library o f 
Co n g ress is n o w p u ttin g o u t man y p erio dicals in Braille. 
Sin ce these are n o t q u ite as bu lky as en cy clo p edia v o l­ 
u mes, he has su bscribed to a n u mber o f them in clu din g 
“To day ’s Health,” “Natio n al Geo g rap hic,” an d “Read­ 
er’s Dig est.” On e mag azin e that is also in Braille that 
Ro cky do es n o t su bscribe to is “Play bo y ” (min u s the cen ­ 
terfo ld, o f co u rse). 
“There are do zen s o f o thers,” he ex p lain ed, "they are 
really co min g a lo n g way in acco mmo datin g the blin d. Of 
co u rse, I wo u ld alway s like to see n ew thin g s mo v e faster, 
bu t I really can ’t co mp lain abo u t the p ro g ress that has 
been made so far.” 
After g radu atio n Ro cky thin ks he mig ht wan t to wo rk 
with the u n derp in v iledg ed o r han dicap p ed o n ce ag ain . 
“I can p erso n ally iden tify mo re with their p ro blems, I 
can u n derstan d a little mo re what they ’re g o in g thro u g h 
an d can meet them o n their o wn lev el.”

Big 10 okays 
redshirting rule

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 
— Th e Big Ten finally h as 
co me aro und to redsh irting, but 
may be to o late to do co nfer­ 
ence fo o tball co ach es much 
go o d. 
Th e co ach es co mplained fo r 
years th at th e Big Eigh t and 
o th er redsh irting co nferences 
h eld a big co mpetitive edge by 
“sitting o ut” go o d pro spects 
o ne seaso n fo r furth er gro o m­ 
ing with in a five-year sch o o l 
career. 
Ho wever, by fall o f 1977 a 
new NCAA limit o f 105 o verall 
fo o tball tenders figures to just 
abo ut kno ck o ut redsh irting o n 
a natio nal plane. 
So Th ursday, th e Big Ten po l­ 
icy-making faculty representa­ 
tive fo rmally appro ved exten­ 
sio n o f ath letic eligibility fro m 
fo ur to five years. Th e co nfer­ 
ence h ad maintained a fo ur- 
year rule since 1958. 
At th e co nference spring ses­ 
sio n wh ich co ncludes to day, th e 
Big Ten Th ursday also sent a 
telegram to Wash ingto n, D.C., 
pro testing a pro po sed federal 
bill eliminating “arbitrary” re­ 
strictio ns o n co llege ath letes 
engaging in internatio nal co m­ 
petitio n. 
Th e telegram was sent to 
Rep. James O’Hara, D-Mich ., 
ch airman o f th e Ho use Co m­ 
mittee o n Educatio n and Labo r 
gro up h andling th e bill. 
Big 
Ten 
Co mmissio ner 
Wayne Duke said certain as­ 
pects o f th e measure “strike at 
th e very co re o f co nference and 
NCAA

and 


guidelines. It wo uld leave deci­ 
sio ns (xi an ath lete’s participa­ 
tio n in any ‘acro ss-th e-bo rder’ 
event up to h is o wn sch o o l 
alo ne.” 
Th e actio n appro ving red­ 
sh irting actually reaffirmed th e 
faculty gro up’s sanctio n o f th e 
five-year rule at th e Big Ten’s 
March meeting in Ch icago . Un­ 
der th e co nference Wh ite Reso ­ 
lutio n, it h ad to be reviewed by 
individual member sch o o ls. Th e 
final vo te Th ursday was no t 
disclo sed, but o nly a bare ma­ 
jo rity was required fo r appro v­ 
al. 
Wh at th e redsh irt rule no w 
means to th e Big Ten is th at 
co nference co ach es h ave f?ur 
seaso ns left to manipulate th eir 
allo wable maximums o f 120 
fo o tball sch o larsh ips and 24 in 
basketball as th ey see fit o ver 
a five-year co llegiate span. 
Ho wever, fresh men—no w eli­ 
gible fo r varsity co metitio n— 
canno t be redsh irted unless 
th ey do no t co mpete as yearl­ 
ings. 
Mich igan’s Marcuc

Later, the co mmittee v o ted 
21-1 to reco mmend that the 
Senate appro v e Epstein’s ap­ 
po intment. 
Epstein was Walker’s cam­ 
paign lawy er. He screened co n­ 
tributo rs and co ntributio ns in 
die 
Demo cratic 
go v erno r’s 
campaign against defeated fo r­ 
mer Go v . Richard B. Ogilv ie, a 
Republican. 
• Epstein said that as a lawy er 
he must keep the info rmatio n 
^co nfidential unless Walker re­ 


leases him fro m the co nfidence. 
Ozinga declined to co mment 
o n what no minees he had in 
mind. The Senate Republican 
majo rity has been inv estigating 
co mplaints o f large co ntribu­ 
tio ns by Walker no minees. 
Under quizzing by Sen. Ho w­ 
ard Mo hr, R-Fo rest Park, an 
assistant majo rity leader, Ep­ 
stein denied he was named to 
the finance directo rship in ex ­ 
change fo r a co mmitment to 
sell tickets to fund-raising af­ 
fairs intended to cancel Walker 
campaign debts. 
“ Once Walker was elected, I 
withdrew as co unsel.” Epstein 
said. “ I was nev er asked by 
any o ne to sell no r did I sell 
tickets. I nev er asked fo r co n­ 
tributio ns.” 
“ In no circumstnces did I 
hear o ffered o r receiv e co m­ 
mitments fro m the go v erno r in

Certificates are a majo r 
so urce o f funds that banks ac­ 
quire and lend to businesses at 
higher interest rates. 
By the increased reserv e re­ 
quirements, the bo ard is fo rc­ 
ing member banks to set aside 
a greater percentage o f their 
new funds. 
If a bank had $20 millio n o ut­ 
standing in depo sit certificates 
in the week ended May 16 and 
increased that amo unt to $25 
millio n, that additio nal $5 mil­ 
lio n wo uld be subjected to the 8 
per cent reserv e requirement.
